KX3% KN moſt of St. Paul's Epiſtles he labours 
* I X to prove, that all the Scriptures teſtify 
F--1 W of Chr:/?, that he is the Lord and God 
& XXX of fo often ſpoke of therein, and that the 


whole Law, the Sacnhices, the Sprinkling of Blood, 
the Prieſt, the Veſtments, the Feſtivals, the New 


Moons, the Sabbaths, the Ark, the "Temple, and 


whatever was contained in the Fir/t Covenant, were 


not the Subſtance, but only Figures of the true, 
namely, Feſus Chriſt, in whom 1s f poan all Fulneſs. 
In like Manner, before the Law God ſpake to 
the Fathers in Similitudes, and under Types and 
Shadows manifeſted his Redemption to them, and 
| but to a very few was the Salvation ſhewn plainly, 
and without a Veil. 


In former Ages therefore, compared with theſe 


Days of the Son of Man, Chriſt was preached, but 
darkly, and the good People of thoſe "Times wyre 
ſhut up under the Law to the Faith which was after- 


wards revealed, and taught plainly in our Saviour, 


and by all his Apoſtles and Diſciples. | 
1 ſuppoſe much of God's Dealings with Adam, 
Naah, Tob, Abraham, 1faac, and Jacob, is therefore 
= AS. handed 
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handed down thfough ſo many Ages as Shadows of 


his gracious Dealings to us in Chri/t; and eſpecial- 


ly the Offerings ( which were moſt early of all 


_ others, and uſed two thouſand Years before 1Zsſes ) 
kept up in the Minds of the People, the Idea of 


being ſaved by the Death of another, and made 
clean by Blood. This the Ordinances and Diſpen- 
fation of the Law only explained a little more, and 


pointed out clearer the Antitype Feſus. This is 
plain from the Scripture ; for when Moſes was in 


the Mount with God, he ſaw how the Serpent's 


Head, ſhould be bruiſed, and Sin and Death abo- 


Fiſhed : and therefore when he was ordered to make 
the worldly Tabernacle and regulate the Sacrifices, 
Prieſthood, and Divine Service, he was charged to 


_ do it after the Pattern which was ſhewn him ; and 


thence it is, that to force a ſtrict Obſervance of the 


Rites and Ceremonies then in Uſe, Moſes delivers 


the Ordinances and Statutes; ſaying, Thus and 
thus ſhall it be done, and adds, Al! theſe Words the 
Lord commanded Moſes. This ſerved to enlighten a 
little ſuch as walked under that cloudy Diſpenſa- 


| tion, and thoſe who ſearched diligently among the 


Prophets, and who ventured behind the Vail, found 
out that God would provide a Lamb, and make his 
Saut an. Offering for Sin, and by his Stripes heal the 
Heart of his People,. and in his Blood, like a Fountain, 
waſh away the Sin and Uncleanneſs of the F/orld, and 
therefore boldly teſtified of Him, and taught the 
People of the coming of a Priz/t who ſhould abide for 
ever, and who was mighty ts ſave. They mentioned 
the bringing in of a Law and New Covenant, that 
could give Life and Salvation, and which ſhould 
be everlaſting ; and the ſhedding of Blood which 
gold make an Atonement for the Seul, By this Means 
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| aſhamed of it, yet it is mo 


FE 
many died in Faith, having only ſeen the Saviour 
afar off, having wiſhed to ſee the Days that we ſee, 
but did not ſee them, and to hear the Wards which we 
hear, but did not hear them. Ns 


However many gens Chriſtianity now are 


ſure and certain, that 
the Lord, ſo often named and mentioned in the 
Bible, _ the God of the Prophets and Fa- 
thers, the Maker of Heaven and Earth, the One God, 
the Holy One of Tjrael, is no other than the ſame 
Perſon who having often appeared to the Patriarchs 
and to the Church in the Wilderneſs as a great 


King, as an Angel, as a Cherub, in Fire, in a 


Cloud, &c. in theſe laſt Days appeared in the Form: 
of a Servant, and was called Zeſus Chriſt; and 
though Men will venture to think low and meanly 


of Him, and ſuppoſe ſome Being or Name greater 


or higher than He, they muſt one Day bow the 
Enee to Him with Shame, and know, that there rs 
no Name above his Name in Heaven and Earth, or 
under the Earth, nor in this World, nor in that which 
7s to come. He is truly low in reſpe&t of his Hu- 
manity, for in that He humbled himſelf, but 1s 
nevertheleſs truly and everlaſtingly God over all 
bleſſed for ever Amen. 

Some of the firſt Shadows of Chrift appear even 
directly after the Fall; for as ſoon as Adam and 


_ Eve had ſinned and were ſenſible of it, they endea- 


voured to hide themſelves behind the Trees, and 


: made Aprons of Fig-Leaves to cover their Na- 


kedneſs. It was indeed a poor Robe, and what 


the leaſt Wind could have blown away, and the 
| leaſt Finger have torn, but ſuch is all the Righ- 


teouſneſs of our making; it may ſerve to pleaſe 
ourſelves, and ſuch ſhort-ſighted People as are in

| the ſame State with us, but the ſmalleſt Blaſt cf 


the Lord's Mouth would make it all flee away 
like a Cobweb, or Chaff, or Smoke out of the 
Chimney, and we ſhould be left naked and bare. 
Therefore when God forgave Adam, and comfort- 
ed him with the Promiſe of healing the Breach by 
the Seed of the FYoman, He no doubt taught him 


_ to offer Sacrifices, and ſo preached to his Famil 


and Children, that by means of Death and ſhed- 
ding of Blood the Sinner ſhould be ſaved; and 
then the Lord made them Coats of the Skins of 
the Beaſts, and cloathed them. It is not faid, He 
taught them how to make their Coats, but made 
them himſelf; ſignifying, that no Covering we can 


make ourſelves will hide our Shame from him, or 


be right in his Sight: He muſt do it himſelf, He 
muſt cloath us with Righteouſneſs as with a Rai- 
ment, and Hoe be to them that cover not them- 
feves with the Covering of his Spirit We are 


ſo far from being capable of covering our Sin, or 


making ourſelves righteous, that we even cannot 


help to do it. As it was ſaid of the Altar, Thou 


ſhalt "make it of whole Stones, thau ſhalt not lift up 


a Tol upon it, if thou lift up thy Tool upon it thou 


haſt polluted it, fo. may it be ſaid in this reſpect, 
thou muſt have it wholly of him, a perfe&t Righ- 
teouſneſs, long and down to the Foot, quite com- 
plete, and fit to hide all Iniquity, and having no 
room to add any of our own to it. .To think of 
obtaining Part of this to make ours entire, would 


be to take the new Clith to mend the old Garment, 


which may not be. As the Fleece of the Victim 
offered in Sacrifice was Adam's Coat, ſo Chriſt 


being ſtripped naked and offered up on the Altar of _ 


the Croſs, takes his true Fleece, his Righteogels 
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of which he ſeemed diveſted when he was made 
Sin for us, and numbered with 'Tranſgreflors, and 


| this he gives and imputes to cover their Nakedneſs 
for whom he was made a Sacrifice. Buy of me, 


he faith, Raiment and ye ſhall be cloathed, and the 


Shame of your Nakeaneſs ſhall not appear. 
Thus Neah's Ark was a Shadow of Chr:/? ; for 
when the Fountains of the great Deep were broken 
wp, and the Windows of Heaven were opened, 
and every living Creature died in the Storm and 
| Flood, a Sanfttuary was prepared for ſuch as be- 
leved, where they were ſafe, and when a Dove 
ventured out of the Ark ſhe could find no Reſt for 
the Sole of her Foot till Nah took her in again. 
SO in the midſt of a World, where Satan's Seat is, 
where Dangers are on every Side, where, by and 
by Hell from beneath ſhall open her Mouth, and 
the Wrath of God fall and burn up all the World, 
and put the Nations of the Earth in the greateſt 
Diſtreſs, Feſus is an Ark of Refuge, whoever gets 
in there ſhall be ſafe, let the Storm come when 


it will, the Gates of Hell ſhall not prevail againſt 


them ; his Wounds are the open Way by which 
we eſcape, and a Soul once entered in by Him, 
{hall be ſecure in Eternity, Have any been ſo fool- 
1ſh to leave him and go again into the World ? 
I know they can have no Reft for the Sole of 
their Foot ; they may wander to and fro like the 
Dove, but muſt return to the Ar+, and our hea- 
venly Noah will put forth his Hand and take them

_ The Manner in which 7/aac bleſſed his Son Ja- 
cob rauſt alſo be obſerved as typical ; for he in- 
tended to have blefled E/au, and ſent him out to 
fetch Veniſon, that he might once more eat of his 
Son's Labour, and impart his Bleſſing to him be- 
fore he died ; in the mean time Rebecca, the Mo- 
ther of TFacob, got ready Meat for her Huſband, 


and made her Son Taceb carry it to him in the_ 


Name of £Ejau, and leſt he ſhould handle him (for 


Eſau was an hairy Man) ſhe put the Skin of the 
id which ſhe had killed about his Hands and 


about his Neck, and ſent him to his Father, wha 
though he was old, and his Eyes ſo dim that he 
could not ſee, yet when Jacob ſpoke he queſtioned 


the Voice, and though he felt his Hands, and 


| knew they felt like E/au's Hands, yet he was not 
reconciled to his Voice, becauſe, faith he, 7zt zs the 
Voice of Faceb, till as he ſtood near his Father, he 
ſmelt the Raiment of his elder Son upon him, and 
_ that overcame the good old Man, O, he cried, 2 zs 
Eſau, the Smell of my Son's Raiment is as the Smell 
of a Field which the Lord has bleſſed, and then he 
with all the Bleflings he could wiſh his Son, yea 
and, he adds he /hall be bleſſed. | 


Thus when Feruſalm, our Mother, invites us 


by the Goſpel to venture into the Preſence of our 


Heavenly Father and get his Blefling, a poor Sinner 


may eaſily be afraid, like ach, leſt he ſhould 
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meet with a Curſe, and not a Blefling; for he may 


think, my Father knows my Voice would be the 
Voice of Faceh, the Voice of a loſt and ruined 
vinner, whoſe beſt Sighs, and Tears, and Prayers 
have ſo much Sin mingled in them, that in Juſtice 
I might expe&t Wrath rather than a Bleffing at his 


Hands. This is true, but do as Facob, put on thy 


elder Brother's Raiment, put on the Righteouſneſs 


_ of Chri/?, and thou ſhalt be bleſſed with all the 


Bleffings mn Heaven above, and in the Earth be- 
neath, yea and thou ſhalt be blefled. With all 


gd could have done, he had certainly failed had 


e not put on £/au's Raiment, for this was the 
only Means of his prevailing. Do all thou canft, 
imitate the Voice of a Saint, ſpeak like an Angel, 
and put on the moſt ſtrict, holy, and devout Form, 


and God will behold thee afar of. Thou wilt be 


treated as a Hypocrite, and be ſcattered in the Imagi- 
nation of thy own Heart, but put on the Lord Feſus, 
juſt as he ſtood in thy Sins before the Judges, ſo 
ftand thou in his Righteouſneſs, and God ſhall call 
thee Fair, his Blood and Obedience makes ſuch a 
Happy Alteration, that whoever puts on this Rai- 
ment and are inveſted with this Robe, may ftand 
bold before the Throne, without Spot or Wrinkle 


' or any ſuch "Thing, and all the Bleffings God 


the Father has, all the Bleſſings God the Holy Gho/t . 
beſtows, and all the Bleflings God the Son purchaſed

Door-Poſts, which was to be a Sign to the De-- 


ftroying Angel as he paſſed by at Midnight, to 
ſpare that Houſe. They were to eat it with bitter 


Herbs, to remember their cruel Bondage in Egypt ; 


and to lean on their Staves, to put them in mind 
they were Strangers, and on a Journey. Accord- 
ingly at Midnight the Angel paſſed through the 
Land, and flew the eldeſt Perſon in every Houſe, 
but only where the Blood was upon the Door 
there all was ſafe and preſerved. _ | 

When Teſus ſaw our AMiCtion under the Iron 
Yoke of Satan, and pitied the loſt World, and 
was come down to fave it, He became our Paf- 


fover. He was of the firſt Year, that is, innocent, 


and a pure Virgin, born of a Virgin. He was 
without Blemiſh and without Spot, no Iniquity was 
found in him, nor was any Guile in his Mouth. Such 
a Lamb God prepared, and that Night when he 
opened the Way for our Deliverance, he was 
Toaſted, as it were, and ſcorched up with burning 
Anguiſh and the hery Wrath of God, ſo that hzs 
Tongue cleaved to the Roof” of his Mouth, and his 
Atoifture was like the Drought in Summer, - while his 
Feet looked red with Heat and Pain, and like 
Braſs, burning in the Furnace.

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| _ All who would eſcape in the Day of Judgment 


keep his Paſſover ; for the Deſtroying Angels, 


each with his deſtroying Weapon in his Hand, 
now watch only for the Word, and in one Night 


they would fmite according to their Charge, ſmall 


and great, old and young, Maids, Wamen, and little 


Children ; but for the preſent they forbear, as well 


| as thoſe who have Power over the Winds, that

and convenient Places, we remember that we are 
yet 27 the Days of our Pilgrimage, and following our 
Saviour out of the Camp, and this Mind continues 


till we lay down our Staves, and finiſh our Journey 


at the Haven where we would be.

The Journey of the Iſraelites to Canaan affords 
us Shadows of this Kind noble and many. Firſt,

of goes before his Children and they follow 


im, and look to him, being led as a Flock by 
their Shepherd ; but when any Danger is nigh he 
always is between us and it, and promiſes no Harm 
ſhall happen unto thee, neither ſhall any Evil come near 
thy Dwelling, till we are landed on the Shore where 
the Wicked ceaſe from troubling, and the Weary are at 
reſt, Again, when they ſtood on this Side the 


| Red-Sea, they ſaw how the ſame Waters which 


ſaved them, drowned all their Enemies. "This 


11s alſo a bleſſed Figure of the Blood of Jeſus, for 
_ the ſame Red-Sea by which they who believe are 


waſhed, and by means of which they paſs over 
and enter the good Land, deſtroys and drowns all 
their Sins, that elſe would have overtaken them, 
and made them again Captive, or purſued them 
to the Bar and accuſed them. All are like the 
dead Corpſes of the Egyptians, of which Moſes 
faid, theſe that you have ſeen to-day, ye ſhall ſee na 
more for ever ! All are drowned in the deep of this 
Sea, and ſhall be remembered no more. 
Again. The Rock which God ſtruck when the 
Waters guſhed out, was another Shadow of Chri/t. 
The Children of 1ſrael had ow croſs'd the Deep,

as through a Wilderneſs, and were now come 1n- 
| to a barren and dry Land where was no Water. 
The People and their Little ones, their Cattle, 
and what they had with them, was ready to die 
with Thirſt, and in this Diſtreſs they cried to the

| Sight of the Congregation, and ſmite it with his 
Rod, and as he ſtruck it the Waters flowed out 
of the Flint Stone as out of a ſpringing Well ; nor 
did this happen alone, but the Rock followed 
| them, and afforded them plenty of Water till they 
came into a better Land. Juſt ſo. in the midſt of 
this howling Wilderneſs where is no Living-Wa- 
ter, and where elſe we muſt have periſhed, there

His Fleſh is the F7dden Manna, which carnal Men 
know no nothing of, but the Holy Spirit gives it 
thoſe who are ſceking the City which has Foun- 
dations. This is that we pray for in the Lord's- 
Prayer, Give us this Day our Daily Bread, or, as it 
1s properly called, our ſuperſub/tantial Bread, Thoſe 
who eat the Manna in the Wilderneſs are dead, 
with many of them, Gd was not pleaſed, where- 
tore he ſware, they ſhall not enter my Reſt ; but 

_ _ wholo 
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whoſo eats of this Bread ſhall never die, he ſhall 
find it like the Bread Eljyjah eat, in the Strength 
of which he went that long pounmey to Foreb.

So whoſo is Partaker of the Fleþ of Chrift he ſhall 
renew his Strength therewith, and endure to the 


| End of his Journey and be ſaved, for it :s deat 
 zndeed, The JTfraclites had it rain'd down daily, to 


teach them their daily Dependance upon their 
Dear Jehovah; ſo we who believe feed daily upon 


Chrift crucified, and without him we cannot do a 
Day. The Language of a faithful Heart is, Grve 
ws this Day our daily Bread: They might not keep 


of it till the Morrow, for then it bred Worms and 
{tunk, to teach us we may not live upon paſt Expe- 
rience, but continue to live upon him who has been _ 
gracious, and will be ſo to the End. The Manna 
was ſmall, to teach us not to deſpiſe the leaſt 
Glimpſe of Mercy, and the Day of ſmall Things, the 
Crumbs that fall from his Table. It was ſweet, 
like Wafers made with Honey, to ſhew, how 
precious and ſweet Feſus is to a periſhing Soul. 
No Bread is ſo ſweet to a ſtarving Man as the torn 
and broken Body of Chri/t, to one hungering after 
Righteouſneſs, it is ſweeter than Honey or the 
Honey-comb. On the Sabbath it rained not down, 
to teach us, in one eternal Sabbath we ſhall need 
the Manna no more ſo rained down upon us, we 
ſhall then ſee his Face, and fit down with him at 
his Table, and go no more out. 

"The Brazen Serpent which Moſes lifted up was 
another Shadow of Chri/7. The Congregation in 
their Journey came into a Land where were fiery 
Serpents innumerable, and they were deſtroyed of 
Serpents till God contrived this Remedy. JAdofes 


| Made an Image of the Ty that had bitten and 


ſtung 
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ſtung the People, and raiſed it high in the Camp, 
_ that all the moſt diſtant of the People could ſee 
it, and it came to paſs when they were ſtung, if 
they deſpiſed the Cure and Means of Healing they 


died without Mercy, but whoever looked to the 


Serpent was healed. So was the Som of Man lift- 
ed up: He knew we were in the Land of this 
Wilderneſs, where Sins were like fiery Serpents 
and innumerable, and the Poiſon he foreſaw would 
corrupt and ruin for ever Body and Soul, there- 
foie was he made in the Likeneſs of that which 
torri1ented and ſtung our Conſciences, namely, 
D1:1, as it is written, Ze was made Sin for us, and 
thus hung the Holy One of God upon the Croſs, 
twiſting and twining like a wounded Serpent, that 
| all ſtung and hurt by Sin might look to him and 

| be ſaved. Whoever deſpiſes the ſimple and mean 
Cure, and will ſooner truſt what he has procured 
with Art, Study, and Pains on his own Works 
and Righteouſneſs, rather than the free Mercy 
vouchſafed by looking and believing in Him ſlain 
for us, ſuch an one dies without Mercy, his Blood 
is upon his own Head. Our Saviour would have 
| Healed him, but he would not be healed; but 


where a poor diſtreſied and pained Sinner feels the 


Sting of the Serpent, which is Sin, and wants 


Eaſe with all his Heart, and ſighs for Salvation, 


ſuch an one the Holy Gho/# directs to look upon 
"Feſus, and behold his Sufferings and . Tears, to 
look into his Wounds and Stripes, and ſee his 
Sorrow which has been more than any Sorrow, 
and here he gets healing. The Pain of Sin dies 
away, the Anguiſh ceaſes, and the Tortures and 
Pangs of a dying Feſus put an eternal End to his 
own. Look unto Him and be ſaved all ye Ends of 
te Earth ! | "The 
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The Ar+ was a Shadow of Chri/t ; it was over- 
laid with Gold, and contained the "Tables of the 
Covenant, the Rod of Aaron that budded and bore 
Fruit, the Golden Cenſer, the Pot of Manna, the 
Urim and 'Thummim, and the Glory of God, but 
all was covered over with a plain coarſe Covering 
of Goat's Hair and Badger's Skin, ſo that it would 
have been eaſy to have paſled it, and not thought 
ſo great Treaſure and ſuch Myſteries were laid up 
there. So alfo is Chri/t. In him was all Fulneſs. 
He is our Covenant. ÞT will give thee, faith God, 
for a Covenant to the People. All the Law and the 
Tables of the Old Covenant were not the Sub- 
 Rance but a faint Shadow of that which God made 
in Chri/t, and by which we are his People and he 
is our Ged, and this is the Law of the Spirit of Life 
Wo m7 Chrift Feſus, and makes us free from the Law of Sin 
and Death. He is the Golden Cenſer, in which all 
: 


our Prayers and Praiſes are offered up, and become 
like ſweet Odours before the Throne, for theſe 
Odours are the Prayers of the Saints. He is our true 
Manna, as I have ſaid. He is that Rod which 
budded and bore the Fruit of the Tree of Life. 
He is the Urim and Thummm, the Light and Per- 
fection, the I/hite Stome of which we learn the 
Mind of the 12/7 F:gh, and whereon are graven 
our new Names. | 
The Altar, the Candleſtick, the Shew-Bread were 
Shadows of Him. He have an Altar, ſaith St. 
Paul to which they have no Right who ſerve the Ta- 
| bernacle. As formerly, the Altar ſan#t:ified the Gift, 
ſo all what we offer would be abominable and of- 
fenſive in the Eyes of him who can ſee no Iniquity, 


if the Altar Chrift did not ſanCtify it. 
There's 
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T here's nought we can offer which he efteems 200d, 
Unleſs it aſcends in the Smoke of the Blood. 


But whatever we pray or aſk is heard on Fe/us's 
Account, and for his Sake alone. There the poor 
Sinner offers his Sighs and Tears, and there the 


happy Soul, the King and Prieft of God, offers his 


Dongs of Joy, his Bleflings and Praiſes, and is ac- 
cepted. ge. 
— The Candleſtick was one, but had ſeven Bran- 


ches which gave Light to the whole Sanctuary ; fo 


dof in the Church, with his ſeven Eyes and ſeven 
pirits of God, lightens the Temple of God, and the 


whole Church in Heaven and Earth. He is the 


| Shew-bread, which none mizht eat but the Prieſts 
| alone, none but thoſe who are anointed of the Zoly 


Gho/t to miniſter before God, and are Frieſts cloath- 


_ ed in white Raiment, waſhed in the Blood of the 
Lamb, may eat of this Bread. 0 
The Gacrifices were of all other the moſt lively 
Shadows of Chri/?, Every Morning a Lamb was of- 
fered, that was for the Sins of the Night, and eve- 


ry Evening another, and that was for the Sins of 
the Day; this was called the Daily Sacrifice, or 


Morning and Evening Oblation. Thus Day and 


Night a Lamb lay bleeding upon God's Altar, and 


the Smoke of his burning came up without ceaſing 
before the Lord. "Thus Feſus having offered up 
himſelf, the true Lamb of God which taketh away the 
Sins La the H/orld, aſcended to the Golden Altar in 
the Heavens, where Day and Night Fe appears in 
' the Preſence of God for us, as a Lamb that has been 
ſlain, atoning for the Sins of every Day, and ma- 
king Interceſſion for his poor People. On the F Lo 
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Day of Expiation He was ſhadowed by a Gear, 
which always repreſented the Wicked, and when 


- the Goat on that Day was brought into the Taber- 
 nacle, the High Prieſt laid his Hand on its Head, 


charging thereon all his Sins and the Sins of the 


= Congregation of 7/ael, ſo did the other Priefts, and 
_ then while they condemned it to be flain, they took. 


a ſecond Goat by the Horns and brought it out, and 
one led it into the Wilderneſs bearing weary nn Ini- 
quity of the Congregation of ſrael, into a Land un- 
inhabited ; mean while the other Goat, with a Calf 

or Bullock, was made a Sin Offering, while all the 
Levites blew their Trumpets, and all the Feople 
ſhouted for Joy, becauſe now they ſaw their Sin 
carried away in the Scape Goat, and atoned for in 
the Sacrifice. This was fully accompliſhed in the 
Day when Chri/t was ſacrificed, for then firſt the 
High-Prieſt charged him with all Sins and Crimes, 
the Chief Prieſts and Elders did the ſame, to which 
all the People conſented; and after the High-Prieſt 
had ſaid, 1 1s better that One die and the whole Nation 
periſh not, they dragged out the Vidtim black with 
our Guilt and Sin, for God laid upon him the Iniquity 
of us all, and he made his Death with the Ficked; and 
as he died making an everlaſting and perfe&t A- 
tonement for all Sin, his Spirit, like the Scape Goat, 
entered the State of the Dead, as into a Wilderneſs, 


and carried away all the Iniquity of the Land in one Day. 


This was the Day that the Lord had made, the Day of 
Expiation and making an End of Sin; and while 


He deſtroyed and cancelled Tranſgreflion, all the 


Prieſts of God round the Throne blew their Trum- 
pets, and ſung the New Song, Salvation tothe Lamb, 
while all below ſhouted with barbarous, and all 
above with divine Joy, _ 

| The 
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The FHigh-Prizft that officiated yearly among the 
ews, and was particular on this Day, was alſo a 
hadow of our Good High-Prief! ; for he was choſen 
out from among his Brethren, that, being a Man 
like them, he might be merciful and compaſſionate : 
Alſo as he was to waſh his Cloaths, to put on his 
Head a Golden Crown or Mitre,” with the Name 
of JEHOVAH written thereon, for that he repre- 
ſented God, He was alſo clad in a white Linen 
Ephod which reached down to his Knees, over 
which he had a Robe wrought with Gold, Scarlet, 
and Blue, and on his Breaſt the Names of the 
twelve 'I'ribes; and thus drefſed he: took of the 
| Aſhes of the Heifer, and the Blood of Bulls and 
_ Goats, and ſeven times ſprinkled towards Heaven, 
and then having ſprinkled all the Veſlels of the Mi- 
niſtry, he ſprinkled himſelf, and then entered in be- 
hind the Vail into the Holy of Holes, where he made 
Prayers for the whole Church, and at his Return 
beſprinkled all the People with Blood, ſaying, This 
zs the Blood of the Covenant which God has enjoined ta 

you, and this was a Sort of Sign of Abſolution. 
'This alſo was accompliſhed in our High-Prie/?, 
for firſt he waſhed his Cloaths in a vols Sweat, 
he wore the white Ephod, which was the Shadow 
of Righteouſneſs, only with this Difference, that 
He wore it down to the Foot, to ſignify the com- 
pleat Righteouſneſs which he brought in; whereas 
the Righteouſneſs of the Law was figured by an 
Ephod which reached only to the Knee, to ſignify 
the Imperfe&tion thereof; for the Law was weak, 
and could make nothing perfeet. His torn, mangled, 
and rent Body reſembled the embroidered Robe, 
and upon his Breaſt he truly bears all his People's 
Names, they are graven on the precious mw 
£ is 
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his Heart. He only wears indeed the Name of 
JEeHovAH on his Crown. Helis the LorD, the 
High-Prizſt over the whole Houſe of God, yet was he 
made Man, and choſen out of the People a merci- 
ful and compaſſionate High-Prieſt, —" experi- 
enced, and undergone, and proved the Force and 
Weight of all Temptations, Sins and AMictions, 
that he may pity and help us when we are tempted. 
| And like as the Jewiſh Prieſt ſprinkled the Blood 
ſeven times toward Heaven in making the Atone- 
ment, ſo did Feſzs, in his ſcourging, in being crown= 
ed with Thorns four times, in his Hands and Feet, 
and laſtly in the opening of his Side, and thus has 
fulfilled all that was written concerning him, in his 
own Body, and with his own Blood he enter ed the Holy 
Place, where he makes Interceſſion for us, while his Sp:= 
 rit miniſters in his Name, and brings the deep Senſe 
of our being vile Duſt and Aſhes to our Hearts, 
{ans this was meant b Heng Aſhes on the 
eople) and then reveals the Blood of Feſus, ſay- 
ing, Thes ts the Blood of the New Teſtament which was 
ſhed for you, and for many for the Remiſſion of Sins 3 
and this is done at that happy Moment when a 
-Soul obtains Pardon, and 1s juſtihed by looking 
and believing in Chrift, 
| The New Mom Lang was a Shadow of Chrift ; 
for when the New Moon appeared, then the People 
rejoiced, that now their Nights would be changed 
into Day, and all would be Light; fo Feſus os 
comes our Sun by Day and our Moon by Night, and 
our Light ſhall go no more down. This comes to paſs 
when he ariſes in the Heart, and diffipates and 
chaſes away the Darkneſs and Night of Unbelief 
and Heavineſfs, and we become enlightened by the 
Day-ſpring from en high. We thenceforth no more

when that commenced, all Labour, Work, and 
Fatigue ceaſed, and they reſted; ſo Feſus faith, 
Come unto me and 1 will give you a Reſt for your Souls. 
We then enter the Preparation of the eternal Sab- 
bath, and ceaſe from all Self-workings and Stir- 


_ rings of Nature, which have cauſed ſuch Pain and

- The Remembrance of their Sin and paſt 1]] Life 


may make them bluſh for Shame, and force Tears 
from their Eyes, but no Avenger of Blood, no Sa- 
tan, no Law, no Judgment can drag a Soul thence, 
they ſhall dwell ſafely under his Shadrw, and none ſhall 
make them afraid. | 
In the ſame manner Adam, Noah, Tjaac, Moſes, 
aſhua, David, &c. in other Reſpe&ts have been 
hadows of our Immanuel. As by Adam came Death, 
Sin, the Curſe, and Mifery upon all born out of 
his Loins, ſo by Chri/? came the Reſtoration, Righ- 
teouſneſs, Bleffing, Happineſs, and eternal Life, 
_ upon all born again of him, and who have received 
a New-Birth out of his Side, through the Spirit, 
the Water, and the Blood. | 
As Neb prepared the Ark and ſaved his Family, 
ſo 7eſus has prepared alſo an Ark for the ſaving his 
Family, and is himſelf that great Salvation. Fd, 
Like as aac alſo would marry his Wife out of 
a far Country, and ſent for her with Camels, a 
Guard of young Men, and fine Raiment, Jewels, 
and Riches to adorn her, and Proviftion by the 
Way ; fo Feſus ſends down into the World to in- 
vite us to be the Bride, the Lamb's Wife : He ſends 
many Angels to guard and bring us home, his 
Righteouſneſs and Merits are the Wedding Gar- 
ment and Jewels which make us ſhine in the Mar- 
riage Chamber, and his Body and Blood is our 
Proviſion in the Way. - 
Moſes was a Saviour, and led out the Children 
of Ifracl from the Land of Egypt, and from the 
Houſe of Bondage ; but Chrift was a better Saviour, 
who ſaves his People from their Sins, and releaſes them

Above all the reſt David was his Shadow, and 


| that in ſo eminent a Manner that often Chr1i 
called David in the Scripture. 


David was a Shepherd, and when a Lyon ts a 
Bear came and took a Lamb out of the Flock, he 
ventured his Life for the Lamb, and flew the Lyon 
and the Bear, and brought back the Sheep he 
had loſt. Our God Shepherd faw when the De- 
wil like a roaring Lyon ſeized his Sheep, and though 
all the Heavens were his with all their Hoſts, and 
the World with its numerous Inhabitants were to _ 
him,-in Compariſon, /ike a Drep of the Bucket, yet 
for that worthleſs little Drop, that poor Sheep, he 
ventured and loſt his Life ta fave it: He mage 
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War with the Lyon and the Dragon, and over- 
came by his Blood, and brought back the Sheep 
upon his Shoulders which. he had loſt. Davia was 
alſo a King, a Prieſt, and a Prophet ; Teſus is the 
King of Kings, and Prince of the Kings of the Earth ; 
He is the King of Iſrael, the Prince of Peace, whoſe 
Kingdom hall have no End. David, indeed, was not 
of the Family of Aaron, nor the Firſt-horn of his 
Mother, but was called of God to minifter in a 
White Ephod, and to burn Sacrifces before the 
Lord; fo TFeſus was no Levite, but made a Prieſt by 
Him that ſware and will not repent, ſaying, thou art a 
Prieſt fer ever after the Order of Melchiſedech, He 
only was choſen out of all in Heaven and Earth to 
offer the great Oblation, and he alone was found 
worthy to make Interceſſion for the People and to 
| atone for Sin, He alſo was the Prophet mighty in 
Word and in Deed, and the Chief Door and Teach- 
er in all his Father's Houſe. His Doctrines, his 
Prophecies alone the Holy Ghze/t uſes to awaken, 
help, and fave the loſt World. His Words are 
Spirit and Life. But the Time forbids me to add 
more, for all other blefjed Men, all the My/teries of 
the Law, all Offerings, Fe/tivals, Sacraments, W: $4 
ngs, and Laws are Shadows of Him. He is our 
Righteouſneſs, Holineſs, Vijſdom, Redemption, our Head, 
our Shepherd, our Maſter, our Elder, our Light, 
our Truth, our Reſurrefion, our Sun, our Guide, 
| our //ay to Heaven, our Door into the Sheepfold, our 
| | Saviour, our Maker, our Preſerver, Mediator, Ad- 
{ wocate, Peace, Reſt, and Eternal Life ; He is our 
Foundation, our Deftrine, our Ghry, our Lord God, 
and All / 
He was once preached in Viſions, in Shadows, 
_ and darkly by the Law, but now plainly and with- 
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48 out 2 Vail ; now as the Crucified Lamb, as the Only 
One that can ſave, and cannot be ſet forth too open- 
too diſtinffly and. clearly; for the Night is paſt 
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and the true Light ſhinath, the Winter is over and the 
Shadows fly away, and He, our Lord Jeſu, is ſet 
forth as a Propitiation for the iſhon of Sins, 
and is and muſt be preached alone, by all his Mi- 
: niſters, as the Only Saviour, the Fir/t and Lo/?, the 
Alpha and Omega the Beginning and the End, without 
whom we can do nothing, He 1s our Eternal God and 
' Creator, who for our Sakes was incarnate and 
made a an, and is now our Father, Huſband, 
and Brother, our All in All / Pe. | 
Whatever is ſacred or myſterious, or dear, in 
reſpe& of Him, are to be eſteemed Jittle and in- 
valuable; they are all Shadows but the ſubſtance
